COLLEGE OF EDUCATION.

University or enter into arrangements for the use of 
any primary or secondary school for practice teach- 
ing purposes or for the services of teachers in any 
secondary school as lecturers or instructors in the

(e) Prescribe the course of training and study for students 
attending such College; 


(f) Grant diplomas, certificates or other evidences of 
proficiency to the students, teachers and graduates — 
of such College; 


(g) Generally, with the approval of the Lieutenant- 
Governor in Council, do all such things and enter 
into all such agreements and arrangements as may 
be deemed advisable for establishing, maintaining 
equipping, furnishing and pone cae any such 
college.
